Pennsylvania and Missouri have the 
same railroad chapters in their State Con- 
stitutions, and though these chapters have 
been practically inoperative for a decade 
in both States, it ig Pennsylvania and Mis- 
souri that are leadihg all the other States 
to the adjustment of a safer and better 
modus vivendi between the corporations 
and the public. P 

In Missouri the dominant party has re- 
cently adopted an explicit resolution in 
favor of legislation for a vigorous enforce- 
ment of the railroad provisions of the 
Conetitution, anda suit has been insti- 
tuted to test the efffcacy of existing laws 
for the enforcement of those provisions 
against the Southwestern pool. 

In Pennsylvania the election of Gov. 
PaTTISON some years agoin the face ofa 
Republican majority of 80,000 was plainly 
due to the fact that the people were tired 
of being unconstitutionally governed by 
railroad influence and corporation pools. 
A suit instituted under his Administragion 
resulted in a Supreme Court decision 
that the courts could without fur- 
ther legislation enforce the constitution- 
al prohibition against the consolidation 
of parallel and competing lines. In a 
public address he advocated the enact- 
ment of statutes providing for the crimi- 
nal prosecution and punishment of rail- 
road officials wilfully violating the law. 
Now he has instructed Attorney-General 
Cassipy to institute proceedings against 
the coal road combination and the trunk 
line pool for their flagrant violations of 
the fundamental law of the State. 

Referring to the constitutional provision 
that ‘‘no incorporated company doing the 
‘‘business of a common carrier shall, di- 
“rectly or indirectly, prosecute or engage 
‘sin mining or manufacturing articles for 
“transportation over its tracks,” Gov. 
PaTTISON shows how the coal road 
combination holds consumers at the 
mercy of its greed, discriminating 


jand extorting at will, compelling city 


consumers to pay a dollar a ton more 
for coal than it charges for the same coal 
delivered much further from the mines, 
and thus dividing net earnings of 19 per 
cent on the cost of road and equipments, 
while forcing iron furnaces out of blast 
and turning the natural currents of trade 
all awry. 

As for the trunk line pool which ‘‘ex- 
‘‘torts from the profits of shipments all 
‘*that the traffic will bear and some- 
‘*times more than it will bear; doing this 
‘‘without reasonable regard to the cost of 
‘‘service or the rights of shippers; causing 
‘‘violent fluctuations in prices; making 
‘‘all trade dependent on its movements 
‘‘and holding a perpetual menace over 
“the material interests of the country,’’ 
Gov. PATTISON regards this also as 
an unlawful and criminal combi- 
nation, such as the Pennsylvania 
Supreme Court described when it held 
that ‘‘a combination is criminal when it 
‘*does any act that tends to prejudice the 
‘public or to oppress individuals by 
“subjecting them to the power of the 
‘*confederates.”’ 

If prosecutions for conspiracy, injunc- 
tions for the restraint of pools and quo 
warranto proceedings to annul the char- 
tess of offending corporations will not 
aVYail to correct these evils, a more effec- 
tive remedy will soon be found, as the 
people will not endure them much longer.

LEGISLATION to protect wage-workers 


from the ‘‘company store’’ imposition in 


Pennsylvania was sorely needed, and the 
demané for it rested on principles of 
justice and sound public policy. The 
practice of compelling miners and others 
to take their pay in orders en stores run 
by their employers was but a thinly dis- 
guised method of stealing the pitiful wages 
paid to the men. But the public sentiment 
which demanded a law for their protec- 
tion was cheated, as is too often the case, 
with a statute so sweeping that it was not 
worth the paper it was written on. The 
State Supreme Court has pronounced it an 
unconstitutional and void restriction of 
the laborer’s natural right to make his 
own labor contracts. Itis an old trick of 
the corporations to ward off proper legis- 
lation by putting loud-mouth agitators for- 
ward with extreme measures to defeat 
more conservative ones. That old game 
will be played again in the next Missouri 
Legislature, and one.of the most formida- 
ble obstacles to wholesome railroad regu- 
lation will again be the demands of those 
who pose as r@bid anti-monopolists with 
extreme measures which would be im- 
practicable or void, if passed, and are in- 
troduced only to prevent the passage of 
better ones.

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OuT in the riral districts, and even in 
smaller cities, where the voters know all 
about each other’s business and political 
relations, it is easy for them to choose 
delegates to represent truly their views 
and execute faithfully their wishes in 
& party convention. Buteither at a prima- 
ry election or a primary mass-meeting 
in this city the great majority of voters 
have to cast their ballots in the dark, as it 
were.

This is the rea- 
son why there is and ought to 
be so much scratching of party 
tickets in a city. No conscientious voter 
can feel bound to support all that is done 
by aconvention constituted in this hap- 
hazard way. Let the Democratic City 
Convention consider this, and be very 
careful about the character and affiliations 
of all its nominees if it wishes to make a 
strong ticket.

The Increase of Bald Heads.

To a person who has a thoughtful turn of 
mind there can be no more fruitful theme for 
meditation than to go into our large halls, the- 
aters, churches and other places of public re- 
sort, and, securing a seat inthe gallery or in 
the rear part of the room, look at the heads of 
the audience for no other purpose than to as- 
certain by actual count how many show signs 
of baldness. Unless the experimenter has been 
in the habit of counting for this object he will 
be surprised to learn that in most of the East- 
ern cities fully 30 per cent of the men over 30 
years of age show unmistakable signs of bald- 
ness, while nearly 20 per cent have spots on 
their heads that are not only bald but actually 
polished with the gloss that is supposed to be- 
long to extreme old age alone. Bald-headed 
men are most plentiful in New York and Bos- 
ton.

But, instead, the reports are kept secret, and 
a great number of depositors lose theirmoney.

It would have done no harm 
and on the other hand would have made 
clear to the depositors the true 
condition of airs at the last 
examination. A few days ago it was rumored 
in Philadelphia that one of the banks in that 
city was onthe verge of ciosing its doors.

HENRY CHALLENOR ATTACKS DR. WASH- 
INGTON WEST WITH DRAWN REVOLVER. 


The Doctor’s Assailant Waits for Him at the 
Door of a Patient’s House—Challenor Led 
Away by a Friend, But Threatens to Shoot 
on Sight—The Cause of His Enmity a 
Mystery—A Belleville Sensation.

NEw YORK, October 5.—A low-hulled steam 
yacht, less than a hundred feet in length and 
scudding down the Hudson with great 
velocity, attracted the attention of the 
villagers between Sing Sing and _ this 
city early yesterday morning, and it was 
was saluted time and time again py the can- 
non of yachts and whisties of steamers.

HOME AGAIN. 


JAKE GAUDAUR AND AIS BACKER, ST. 
JOHN, ARRIVE IN NEW. YORK. 


A Detailed Account of the Great Race on the 
Thames—George McArthur Knocks Out 
Joe Buckner in Thirty-Four Rounds at 

«New York—Description of Lorillard’s Stud 
Farm—Base Ball Matters—Wheel Whims. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH, 

New York, October 5.—‘‘Good Oar’’ is the 
way Gaudaur’s manager, Mr. James A. St. 
John, pronounces the oarsman’s name. Thetwo 
were about town yesterday trying to get their 
land legg back again after a stormy passage on 
the Etrutra which arrived on Sunday. The 
brawny oarsman resembles Sullivan in build. 
Manager St. John is very proud of his man, 
and is confident that he is the greatest scuiler 
in the world, his recent defeat on the Thames 
by Beach notwithstanding. 

‘*Why,’’ said he, ‘‘losing the toss on the 
Thames practically decided the race between 
two men who are aboutegual. You will hear 
folks say, ‘If so and so wins the toss, itis ten 
to one that he gets the race.’ Well, in Gau- 
daur’s race with Beach, September 18, Beach 
won the toss, and, of course, chose the center 
of the river where the current helped him. 
Notwithstanding the fact that he had dead 
water, Gaudaur ted for the first quarter ofa 
mile, then Beach took the lead, and held it 
about 242 miles when Gaudaur spurted and 
passed him, when the betting, which had been 
10 to 1on Beach, changed to 100 to $ 


onGaudaur. Beach had to stay behind until 

within about a quarter ofamile of the finish 
when he again canxhta strong favoring cur- 
rent and got in four seconds ahead.’’ 

As to Hanlun, Gaudaur said that Beach was 
ofthe opinion that Hanlan did not want to 
meet him on eventerms. Beach said he had 
gone to England expressly to meet Hanlan, 
' But Hanlan had refused to meet him until he 
found that 

BEACH WAS GOING HOME 

in October. Then he wanted to row him in 
December. Beach, being accustomed to a 
warm climate, would shrivel up with the cola 
in December and could not row. It was the 
final belief of St. Johh that Gaudaur could 
beat Hanlan without any trouble. Teemer 
had beaten Hanlan without any trouble and 
last June at Pullman, near Chicago, Gaudaur 
had beaten Teemer and thus won the cham- 
pionship of America. 

In order to decide whether Hanlan or Gau- 
daur was the better man,a match was ar- 
ranged for next spring, the stake being $5,000. 
It will probably be rowed on Creve Ca@ur Lake 
near 8t. Louis. 

St. John and Gandaur jointly tolda story 
abouta racethatthe latter was to have had 
with Hanlan at Geneva Lake about a year ago. 
It was an open regatta in which anybody had a 
right toenter, but Hanlan being afraid of 
Gaudaur told the people who were arranging 
the regattathat if Gaudaur rowed he would 
not enter. ‘‘Yes,’’ put in Gaudaur, ‘‘and 
when there was some little trouble abdout it, 
Hanlan came to me and 

OFFERED TO PAY ME 
if I wonld agree to comein behind him in the 
race. I would not gointo any such arrange- 
ment. Then he offeréd me money to stay out 
of the race and I accepted it and did not row:’’ 

Speaking of the possibility of Beach coming 
to America, St. John said that would be neces- 
sary ifthe Australian proposed to retain the 
championship of the world. There was a 
likelihood thata large purse would be raised 
here for Beach, and that he would come over 
next year. By that time Gaudaur expected to 
have defeated Hanlan and having already de- 
feated Teemer and being champion of 
America, Gaudaur would do battle with Beach. 
Until his meeting with Hanlan in the spring 
Gaudaur will go skooting and attend to his 
farm near St. Louis.

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TO A STANDSTILL. 


The Way Beach and Gaudaur Rowed from 
Putney to Mortlake. 


The London Daily News gives the following 
graphic description of the Beach-Gaudaur 
boat race on the Thames: 

By far the most important sculling match 
which has taken place in this country for some 
years past was decided on Saturday, when Wiill- 
fam Beach of Sydney, New South Wales, and 
Jacob Gaudaur of St. Louis, U. 8. A., pulled 


over the usual Thames course from Putney to 
- Mortlake, forthe championship of the worid 
and astake of £500. There was 80 much 
money to be invested on the champion that 
the price was expanded steadily until shortly 
before the race as much as 5 to 1, and in 
some instances 6 to 1, was laid on. Beach. 
Long as these odds were, they were not, how- 
ever, regarded as at all extravagant or unwar- 
ranted, as it was generally imagined that 
Beach would secure avery easy victory, and 
the extraordinarily exciting finish which 
really occurred was by no means antici- 
pated. 

The race was fixed to start at 44, but it was 
ten minutes later before the men embarked. 
On reaching Putaey Bridge the men turned 
and indulged in a preliminary burst of a hun- 
dred yards or so, andthen took up their posi- 
tions. The champion was coached by Tom 
Green of Barnes, while the veteran ex-cham- 
pion, Harry Kelly, piloted Gaudaur. 

The men got away to a splendidly even start 
atthe first attempt. As anticipated ,they both 
began with a very rapid stroke, Beach pulling 
no less than 39in the first minute, while Gau- 
daur struck 88, alghough at the expiration of 
that time the Americ was leading by afew 
feet. Uff the now filled-in creek in the grounds 
of Fulham Palace, which was reached in the 
capital time of 1 minute 29 seconds, the two 
boats were exactly level,and so they proceeded 
all along the Concrete Wall, Gaudaur, who was 
still pulling atrifiethe slower of the pair, re- 
ceiv a little assistance from the shelter 
from the wind afforded by the embankment 
referred to. At Oraven Steps Beach had man- 
aged for the first timeto get the nose of his 
boat a trifle in front, and although Gaudaur 
was sticking to bis work with the greatest gal- 
lantry and determination, as was evidenced b 
the time, it bexzan to be apparent that Beac 
was ing the faster. Opposite the old mile 
tree Beac was, a8 nearly as could be judged, 
a length in front,and had slowed down to 
thirty-four strokes per minute, while Gaudaur 
was pulling at the rate of thirty-five. 

Between this point and the soap-works 
(lower crane), the time to which was 7 min- 
utes 20 seconds, Beach succeeded in tncreas- 
ing his advantage to a couple of lengths, and 
the race appeared to be as good as over, as 
Gaudaur was showing unmistakable signs of 
the severe exertions he had undergone. Beach 
shet ander the bridgein 9 minntes from the 
time of leaving Putney about three lengths 
dp front, Gaudaur following 5 seconds iater.

The prospects of 
the Australian were now very poor,and @ 
couple of wagers of £100 to£5 and £100 to £3 
respectively were laid against his success, as 
he appeared to be thoroughly beaten. e, 
howeve-, rallied again and went. in pursuit of 
his opponent, and with such effect that the 
pair passed under Barnes Bridge in 18 min. 
sec. from the start on exactly level 
terms, the spectators ashore and afloat 
cheering in a most hearty and  ex- 
cited inanner. From this point to the Ship at 
Mortlake, where the race finished. Gaudaur 
had a considerable advantage in the inatter of 
the station, but he was too much exhausted to 
make full use of the circumstances, and 
Beach, gaining inch by inch, got tn front and 
finally won an intensely exciting race by nearly 
three lengths, the time, 22 minutes 29 sec- 
onds, being the best ever recorded in an im- 
ortant match, the nearest » grhvece to it hav- 
ng been the 22 minutes seconds by the 
champion in the final heat of the recent scull- 
ing competition. At the end of the race the 
men approached each other and shook hands 
in the most cordial manner. 

In the course of the race both men seemed 
to have rowed themselves as nearly as possi- 
ble to acomplete standstill. For a moment 
Beach’s boat was as idievas a painted ship 
upon a painted ocean, and that precious mo- 
ment which everybody thought ‘would be 
turned to fatal account by the contending 
champion found him, too, in pretty much the 
same condition. Gaudaur was close behind 
Beach when the break-down occurred, but he 
could only crawl up to him while the paralysis 
endured. The moment during which Beach sat 
there, powerless todo more than regard his 
opponent with a glassy stare, while the other, 
as Beach must have thought, was slipping past 
him to the championship of the worid, must 
have counted forafull yearinthe emotional 
experiences of the champion. It must have 
been only less intensely exciting to the onlook- 
ers, for there, before them, were two men vVir- 
tually brought to a dead stop by their own ex- 
ertions, and it wasa question whether either 
could revive sufficiently to finish the race. 
Beach was the firat to wake out of his torpor. 


He was saved by the twofold miracle 
of the coincidence of his opponent’s at- 
tack of exhaustion with his own, and 


by his unparalleled gameness, as great in its 
way as anything ever witnessed in the prize 
ring or on the battle field. He forced himself 
back into life, and having made some prog- 
ress, again brokedown. Then, rousing him- 
selffor a supreme effort, and hugging the 
American close, he won back victory inch by 
inch, as it were, from the very jaws of death. 
While we cando that kind of work on the 
river, perhaps there need be no immediate 
anxiety as to our failing elsewhere should 
ever the occasion arise. 

The London Sporting Life, in summing up 
the race, says: Even the veriest tyro in 
aquatic lore must have seen that this race was 
won by sheer pluck and stamina combined. 
Such a marvelous struggle by both com- 
petitors has seidom, if ever, been seen ina 
championship contest, especially so near to 
the finishing point. Seldom are two scullers 
of such equal caliber found trying conclu 
sions, and however much we may admire the 
form of the winner, we are compelled to 
admitthat the loser is only, comparatively 
speaking, inches short = of the re- 
quisites necessary to entitle him 
to the championship honors ofthe world. In 
him the English born champion of the world 
has indeed met a ‘‘foeman worthy of his 
steel,’’ and one who compelled him to use his 
utmost erforts from startto finish. Gaudaur’s 
compatriots may indeed be proud of their 
champion, and it may be balin to their 
wounded feelings to know that the cheers 
which greeted each man were repeatedly re- 
newed in honor of the loser, as, after most 
cordially ee hands with his opponent, he 
was rowed in a skifftotheumpire’s boat. Our 
reuders willremember that the champion has 
had much more practice on the metropolitan 
river than bis opponent, who only reached 
Putney on the i7th of last month, and has 
therefore scarcely had sufficient time to be 
acclimatized.

tached to the same studs; A. R. Paterson of 
Oanada and “en others. Atter partaking of 
a handsome aollation in the house of the 
owner of Rancocas and inspecting some of 
the handsome pictures of Parole, Iroquois, 
Pizarro and others of the numerous cracks that 
have so often carried the cherry and black 
colors to victory, avisittothe ‘‘Lords of the 
Harem’’ was made. 

The first of the stallions brought out was 
Iroquois, the first American race-horse that 
ever won the English Derby and St. Leger.

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WITH BARE FISTS. 


George McArthur and Joe Buckner Fight 
Thirty-Four Rounds at New York, 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 
NEw YORK, October 5.—Twenty-four broad- 
shquidered young men passed stealthily up 
Third avenue last nightand over the Harlem 
Bridge. They followed each other into a li- 
quor saloon, just beyond the bridge, and 
passed into alarge rear room, where,on an 
elevated platform, a prize ring had been put 
up. George McArthur, a heretofore almost 


unknown middle-weight boxer of Long Island, 
was engaged to meet Joseph Buckner, the 
hero of nine brilliant pugilistic victo- 
ries and the middle-weight cham- 
pion of Montreal for a purse of $100. 
McArthur is a law student who until recently 
was pursuing his studies in the New York Col- 
lege. Heis20 years old, weighs 142 pounds 
and is 6 feet 9% inches in height. Buckner is 
a big, broad-shouldered fellow who looks as 
though he could stand up pretty successfully 
against Sullivan himself, He weighs 166 

ounds and is 5 feet 942 inches high, besides 
being four years older than the New York 
beginning McArther led the 
fighting. The men donned hard gloves and 
in the fourth round the local hitter succeeded 
in drawing first blood by a straight-out-from- 
the-shoulder blow on Buckner’s nose. From 
this time the fighting was savage, both men 
getting in heavy work. 

In the sixth round Buckner rained a perfect 
shower of blowa upo. his antagonist, press- 
ing him further and further toward his cor- 
ner, until McArthur’s body was against the 
ropes. Then with a vigilant upward thrust 
he struck McArthur squarely under the left 
cheek, lifting him off his feet and landing him 
over the ropes onthe floor. McArthur fought 
more cautiously from this time. He was 

lainly nursing his strength for along battle. 

nthe eighth round Buckner got inaclinch 
and tried to throw ‘‘Little Mac,’’ but the lat- 
ter byasudden move succeeded in getting 
away and paid up the score by gettingina 
blow on Buckner’s nose. 

It was not untilthe twelfth round that the 
real heavy work of the night occurred. Mece- 
Arthur’s face was puffed and one eye almost 
closed. Big drops of biood fell fromthe nose 
of Buckner. Aftera little preliminary spar- 
ring McArthur got in the heaviest blow of the 
evening. He broke Ruckner’s nose, but also 
broke his own thumb and dislocated his wrist. 
Time was culled and both men removed their 
gloves and prepared to finish the battie with 
bare fists. In the seucseeding rounds 
McArthur, whose right hand was in- 
jured, was forced to use that arm as aguard 
and to do all his slugging with his left. He 
seemed to freshen up whenthe gloves were 
taken off and was as watchful and agile as a 
cat. Buckner, however, seemed maddened 
to desperation and drove McArthur arounds 
now and then getting in some frightful blow, 
but frequently coming to grief himself, 

In the twenty-first round Buckner made a 
rush at McArthur with both fists. ‘‘Mac’’ 
ducked in time and rising suddenly struck 
Buckner a blowin the guliet that prostrated 
him to the floor. He had to be helped to his 
feet. From this time the plucky McArthur 
had everything his own way, dancing about 
the badly beaten Canuck and planting his 
blows with his left wherever he chose. 

Atthe end of the thirtieth round, however, 
Buckner plantedablow inthe vit of McAr- 
thur’s stomach which made him very sick. He 
was taken with vomiting, but came up smiling 
when time was called 

The thirty-fourth and last round was com- 
menced by McArthur. Buckner was so weak 
that he tottered as he stepped out. It wasa 
shortround. A blow from McArthur’s left

was dodged by Buckner, who tried 
to counter on the other’s neck, but 
failed. Mac then made a feint with his 


right, stepped forward about afoot, and with 
all hisremaining strength, planted a vicious 
upper-cut under Buckner’s jaw, lifting him off 
his feet, and dropping him senseless ‘on the 
floor. Referee Henry Gunter decided the fight 
in favor of McArthur, Buckner not responding 
to the next round. J. McDonald acted as 
McArthur’s second, and ‘‘Billy’’ Doyle per- 
formed the same service for Buckner.

AT UNION DEPOT. 


An Unprecedented Rush of Visitors to the 
City—The Railroads. 


That there willbe more visitors to the city 
this week than ever before there can be no 
doubt. Nevyerin the history of the Union De- 
pot has trayel been so great as it was to-day. 
People commenced arrivingin crowds early 
this morning and kept pouring in all day, 
every train bringing hundreds, and nearly 


every road running several extratrains. The 
platform was crowded so thickiy with people 
that at times it was with thé utmost 
difficulty that people could make their 
through the throng, There were 
eople' there by the hundreds who 
oF come down to meet country friends, and 


‘there were country friends by the thousands 


who were looking about for these people. 
Then there were thousands of rural visitors 
who had no friends to meet here, but were left 
to hustie about for themselves as best they 
could, and how they did hustie! They ran up 
against everybody, inquiring, the way to 
hotels, boarding houses, street car lines, car- 
riages, and propounded questions so rapidly 
and so profusely thatthe party asked for in- 
formation had difticuity keeping up with them. 
And there were many strange sights 
and studies afforded by the crowd. 
Every now and then a group 
of about twenty or thirty countrymen would 
arrive on a train together, pile off and holding 
on to each others’ coats with one hand and to 
their grips with the other, proceed to enter 
the city inabody. Amore striking picture of 
strange visitors can scarcely be imagined than 
they presented as they moved through the 
streets in a body, every mother’s son of them 
having a conductor’s check in his hat. They 
froze to each other like grim death, every one 
of them fearing that if he became separated in 
any way from the crowd, all sorts of dire 
calamities and disasters would overtake him. 

Then there were city people at the depot 
looking for country relatives they had never 
seen before, and country relatives looking for 
city people they had never before seen. Of 
course in the rush and hurry there were num- 
bers of people who missed the parties thev 
were eXpecting to meet, and there was all 
sorts of rushing about done to find them, 
Then there were baggage-wagon and carriage 
drivers and friends looking for people they did 
not know, who, in order to assist them in 
their search, had huge placards on their chests 
hanging from astring about their necks and 
reading, *‘Iamiooking for John Smith,’’ or 
whatever the party’s name they were lookin 
for happened to be. The stranger who wanted 
to know if it would be safe to go down town 
without a police officer,fwas, of course, on 
hand and in numbers, too, and the railroad 
officials and policemen were questioned until 
their heads swam. And ail the while the 
crowd kept coming in, and train, 
after train arriving. There was 
a rush and crowd Knight Templar 
week, but the busiest day of the Conclave the 
arrivals were not as great as to-day. They 
came ina little more rapidly for awhile, but 
to-day’s travel was steadier and held out 
longer. There were also thousands of ar- 
rivals yesterday and last night, it being the 
largest Monday’s business. ever done by the 
railroads here Fair week. 

EXTRA TRAINS. 

The regular trains camein with two three ,and 
four extra coaches added. The Missouri Pacific 
had an early extra and four more right on its 
heels with irom eight to fourteen coaches 
each. The Indianapolis & St. Louis brought 
in twelve coaches in an extra train, and the 
Wabash brought in four extras from the West 
and one from the East. They were composed 
mostly of Pullman sleepers and averaged 
eleven coaches to the train. TheO., B. &Q, 
Vandalia and Chicago were among the roads 
which brought in single extras on early time.

THE DECORATIONS. 

The decorations of the Merchants’ Exchange 
were so far completed this afternoon at 
8- o’clock that they only wanted a 
touch here or a flower there 
to be ready toreceive the mighty visitor and 
his brilliant company this evening. The 
fountain, as usual, receives the greatest share 
-of the decorator’s attention, and will 
win the most attention to-night. It has 
been transformed from a plain every day 
fountain toa pretty Japanese pagoda. The 
fountain itself is thirty feet high and as to this 
is added a turret thirty feet high, the entire 
piece reaches a height of sixty feet. The roof 
and sides of the pagoda are formed of princess 
pine festoons which are several inches apart.

TEXAS’ COTTON, 


The Crop in the Lone Star State Damaged by 
the Storm. 


‘GALVESTON, Tex., October 5.—Ever since 
the great storm of August 20, which swept 
over South Texas and did such extensive dam- 
age at Galveston, San Antonio and other 
points, reports have been constantly arriving, 
telling of the damage to the cotton plant 
through that belt lying between Galveston and 
San Antonio, a distance of 260 miles. This belt 
embraces the following important cotton coun- 
ties: Beaver, Oomal, Guadaloupe, Calliwell, 
Gonzales, Wilson, Kearns, De itt, Lavaca, 
Goliad, Victoria, Jackson, Wharton, Colorado 
and Fort Bend. Throughout this large dis- 
trict the great storm beat the ripened cotton 
to the ground, and thus discolored it and 
damaged the fiber, reducing it from good mid- 
dling and middling to good ordinary and ordi- 
nary, making an average Qifference to the 
planter of over two cents per pound. 
Several thousand bales of this spoiled 
and staple has been marketed 
here durin the last two weeks, and 
is continually coming in. It grades ve 
low. Since the great August storm, that ric 
cotton strip tying immediately north of the 
district, embraced in the above counties, has 
received a serious set-back by heavy, contin- 
vous rains during the last week in September. 
Reports from Bishop, Fayette, Lee, Washing- 
ton, Waller, Milam, bertson, Brazos 
Grimes, Montgomery and Rusk Counties all 
speak of too much and damage to the 
staple ready for picking. From these counties 
also comes news that wet weather has propa. 
gated the cotton-worm by millions, and lat

‘WINNING WICHITA. 


THE KANSAS WONDER—A CITY OF MAGNIFI- 
CENT BUSINESS BLOCKS. 


Elegant Résidences, Stately Churches and 
Costly Educational Institutions—A Ques- 
tion for St. Louis Merchants.

WIcHhITA, September 80.—Kansas City makes 
great boast of being the ‘‘Gateway to Kaneas,’’ 
If this isso, Wichita people have evidently 
atolen a march on the good citizens of Kansas 
City and have carried off the gate and will 
p70n be back after the gate-posts. Kansas can 
boast of not only being the garden spot of the 
Union, but of having one of the great cities of 
the West. 

To those who have never yet seen this great 
country, the stories that afew years ago were 
told, ofthe horrors of savage butchery that 
were of daily occurrence, when defenseless 
women and innocent children were killed by 
roving bands of warlike savages, and the life 
of the business man or farmer was safe 
only so long as it was the pleasure 
of ‘‘ye festive cowboy,’’ the present seems a 
tale of fictionthat reads very smoothly, but 
is to be taken with due allowance as regards 
ite truth. Butthe facts exist and speak for 
themselves. 

The early history of Wichita is both a ro- 
mantic apd wonderful one. It was named 
after a band of Indians called Wichitas, who 
éame into the Arkansas valley in 1864 and 
pottied along the Little Arkansas River, 
In 1868 a chartered company was 
formed at Topeka, and the members 


caused asurvey and plat of the town to be 
made. Just about this time the cholera broke 
out, and muny a poor Indian founa himself 
transported to the * Bay od hunting grounds’’ 
ithout his wants or wisbes having been con- 
ulted by the ‘‘Great Spirit.’’ In » Wichita 


cattle trade, and just about the livliest town 
in the West was right here. The devil 
opened a branch office here, and 
the cowboys and Mexicans made _ short 
work ofany tenderfoot who fell into their 
handse The old saying of ‘‘A man for break- 
fast’’ was here arealism, as not a day passed 
that one or more ofthe human race did not 
‘*pass in hischecks,’’ and he was planted with 
his|boots on. Money flowed like water,and vice 
and general cussedness held high carnival. 
But gradually the better element of the popu- 
lation crowded the lower classes out of their 

athway, and soon the riotous scenes that 

ad so long been a fixture, gave 
place to the peace and quiet that charaterizes 
ourolder cities. In 1881 Wichita had a popu- 
lation of about 6,000. Until 1883 there was not 
much growth, but during that year Wichita 
shook herself loose from the drowsiness of 
the past and. started forth on the road to 
future greatness. Since that time the growth 
of the eS has been phenomenal. In 1883, 473 
new buildings were erected. In _ 1885 this 
number was greatly increased, and this 
year, from May up to the present time 
over six hundred buildings have been 
erected with many more now under way. 
Mansions that cost $20,000 to $40,000, are seen 
on all sides of the residence portion of the 
city, and those who have built there can well 
afford to do so, fur probably there is not a city 
in the West where the fickle Goddess Fortune 
has been more lavish of her favors. In 1880 
the assessed valuation ofcity property was 
$891,103. In 1886 official returns show a total of 
$4,114,758.14, with the assessment made ona 
one-fifth basis. 

At the commencement ofthe school year for 
1886-7, oyer 1,000 new pupils applied for admis- 
sion to the public schools. There are nire 
school buildings now erectedand occupied, 
each one of them very complete and substan- 
tial, and two mord are under course of erec- 
tion. Twenty churches offer spiritual instruc- 
tion and consolation to the weary pilgrim, 
four colleges, prominent among which is the 
Southwestern Business College, the finest 
business school in the West,seven railroad 
outiets, with five more being built, one 
gaslight company, water works, two 
electric light companies, three daily papers, 
six weekly papers, |twenty miles fot street 
railway, six first-class banks with from 
$50,000 to $200,000 capital stock each, and sev- 
eral Eastern loan agencies representing a 
combined capital of over $2,000,000. The num- 
ber of wholesale houses and manufacturing 
establishments foot upa grand total of 91. 


tablishments, whose name islegion. Mr.Kohn, 
the New York merchant prince, who, when 
the recent Charleston earthquake occurred 
drew his check for ,000 to start anew in 
that wel when the buildings around him were 
crumbling on every hand, has a guiding hand 
in the affairs of Wichita’s finances. It is due 
to the nerve and pluck displayed by just such 
men that this city has taken such remarkable 
strides toward wealth and renown. 

Perhaps no city west of Kansas City is 
better fixed as regards daily newspapers. The 
Wichita Eagle and the Daily Beacon are first- 
class in every respect and vie with each other 
as to which shall give the most ogee ence news 
ofthe day. Onething above all others, how- 
ever, Wichita does need, and that is that Uncle 
Sam look intothe present post-office accom- 
modations as they exist here at present. 
It is a shame that a city of 
nearly 23,000 inhabitants has to put up with 
such a state of affairs as exist here at present. 
The Post-oftice is left to run itself, as it were, 
and your correspondent was informed that the 
present Postmaster has not seen the inside of 
the office for overa year. It seems almost in- 
credible, but something is evidently wrong 
when your correspondent found a drop letter 
taking forty-eight hours to come back to his 
hands again. 

SEDGWICK COUNTY, 

that surrounds the ‘‘Western Wonder,’’ was 
sixteen years agoa wild, uncultivated plain. 
To-day it is developed into fruitful and pro- 
ductive farms, equalied by few and surpassed 
by none in the United States. The growth of 
the county bas been almost as rapid as that of 
her county-seat, Wichita, andthus she gives 
axsustenance to her capital. The very best 
class of farmers have settled here and the ex- 
cellent qualities of the soil have been taken 
advantage of by them, and cro are raised 
here that would cause the Illinois or Indiana 
farmer to open bis eyes with wonder. While in 
some parts of the State the farmer complained 
greatly of drouth, in Sedgwick County there 
was but small cause for complaint and good 
crops arethe general rule. And for fruit— 
whata country! Such apples, such grapes, 
cherries and plums, and liast, but not least, 
such wonderful watermelons. The latter are 
a drug on the market and the writer saw 
them sold allthe way from one to three fora 
nickel. And grow! Well, reader, just think 
ot a watermelon weighing seventy-seven 

ounds and selling for 5 cents. 
tverything that is raised in this 
county seems to grow on the same 
large scale, and as a consequence products 


abundant thatthe farmer .receives an excel- 
lent return financially, for his labors. No 
wonder Wichita prospers. Her surrounding 
country unequalled by any other portion of 
the State, and her citizens a unit on all 
questions that pertain to her future welfare, 
give her & pre-eminent situation. A great 
many seem to think that Wichita 
cannot long continue to grow as she has in the 
past, but the fallacy of this idea can be seen 
seen when one stops tosee what a vast terri- 
tory is dependent on this city for supplies. 
Being situated just about half way between 
Denver and Kansas City, she is the natural 
depot of re for a radius of 
150 miles oO surrounding country, 
and on the south draws from 
the entire Indian Territory. Wichita 
naturally belongs to St. Louis merchants, and 
they should look more carefully after their 
interests in this direction. The query that 
met your correspondent from a number of the 
heaviest mercantile firms was, ‘‘Why don’t 
your St. uis merebants send more drum- 
mers out here? Chicago and Kansas City are 
in here all the time, but we would like to trade 
with your merchants if they would 
look after us out here and get 
us good rates on our wmerchandise.’’ 
Isn't it about time that 8t. Louis shook off the 
mantle of inactivity and roused herself to the 
importance of stopping the discrimination 
that isa matter of daily occurrence as prac- 
ticed against her bythe railroads and in favor 
of Kansas City and Chicago? The St. Louis & 
San Francisco offers a direct line to this entire 
territory, and with such a growingconntry as 
this holding out inducements to the wholesale 
trade of St. Louis, the merchants of Wichita 
ought never to have to say: *‘Why don’t St. 
Louis merchants send more drummers out 
here?’’ Within the next five years this city 
will, without a doubt, slow a population of 
over 75,000 inhabitants, and St. Louis can reap 
the lion’s @hare of the tra@6“of this section of 
country if der’ merchants’ will only put forth 
the requisite efforta.
